In the Literary supplement .of the Gateway, the Univer-' 
sity of Alberta student organ, there is a poem called

A CHRISTIAN ORDER 


In a pamphlet issued by the United Church on the 
Christianizing of the Social Order, a few clauses are out¬ 
standing. 

1. That honest, capable and industrious persons shall 
have the opportunity as well as the responsibility of earn¬ 
ing for themselves and their families a satisfactory liveli¬ 
hood, which should include humane living and working 
conditions, together with freedom and leisure for the 
awakening and development in them of whatsoever tilings 
are true, lovely and of good report. 

2 That the wage earner, the management and the 
provider of capital shall find equitable treatment. It is 
essential that wage-eamrs and employers, while the pres¬ 
ent conditions of industry obtain, should bargain on equal 
terms through persons freely chosen by each group. 

3. That industry shall be so organized that the supply 
of the material needs of life will neither be interrupted 
nor exploited for sectional advantage. 

4. That the structure of the community shall be so or¬ 
dered that no one shall be deprived of his chance to do 
the best he may with his gifts of mind and character, be¬ 
cause of unjust outward circumstances. 

5. That the possession of money shall not be regarded 
as an end worthy in itself, nor its possessor be held in re¬ 
spect by the community by reason of his riches. The per¬ 
son of true wealth will be he who serves the community 
with what he has. 

6. That sometimes for co-operation within the nation 
or among the nations renunciation of one’s own desires 
shall be called for, and that exclusive privileges and eco¬ 
nomic advantage for one’s self must yield to he larger 
common welfare so that suspicions and animosities will 
be displaced by community of purpose.

• Few realize that our system of standard time zones, by 
which the .continent is divided from east to west into tour 
time areas, is only 51 years old. Prior to 1883 great con¬ 
fusion as to proper time existed. Towns and cities usually 
set their clocks by the sun. 

The standard time scheme was proposed by Dr. Charles 
F. Dowd, a schoolmaster at Saratoga Springs, N.Y., who 
worked for 12 years to have it adopted.' It was finally put 
into practice on November T8.-188J. But Mr. Dowd got 
little credit; and for years afterward in many convention¬ 
al homes it was considered almost irreligious to observe 
standard time rather than “the Lord’s own fun time.”—
